Council Extends Time for The 
Guaranteeing of Work to Be 
Accomplished by Parr 


The city. council last 
granted the Parr Terminal corpor- 
ation of Oakland an extension of 
sixty days in the proposed Icasing 
of the municipal harbors to that 
» corporation. 

According to the terms the 
lease tentatively passed two 
months ago, Fred Parr, president 
of the corporation wrs to furnish 
the councH within sixty days defi- 
nitg information as to what he 
was to accomplish in the develop- 
ment of the water front lands. The 
time has expired, 

Last night the council received 
» communication from Parr stat- 
ing that the sixty days applied for 
by him were an off-hand estimate 
and that he requiped an additional 
sixty days. He asked that the ex- 
tension be granted if satisfactory 
to the council. 

The council in granting the ex- 
tention sct 7 o’clock p. m. on the 
hight af October 4 as the date 
whon thé. extension terminates. If 
by that time Parr has not com- 
mumnicated with the council and 
informed them definitely of his 
plans for development. the lease 
becomes void and will not be 
passed by tho city council. 

Should such be the case, 
city will again be where it 
before the proposed Jease 
drawn up and = passed _ its 
reading. 

Under the terms of the lease, 
the Parr Terminal corporation 
woud be given full control of the 
harbors for fifty years at a divie 
sion of the profits after the costs 
for operating -have been deducted. 
The city would also under the 
terms of the lease maintain the 
harbor by an annual fund of $25.- 
000 which would amass _ until 
$100,000 is reached hereafter the 
allowance would be discontinued 
until the fund dropped below the 
set amount.
